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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The objections noted in paragraph I. and 35 USC 112 rejections in paragraph II. whiich were previously 
indicated are properly addressed by the amendment, however, the amendment to claim 1 requires a new search as the previous 
limitations did not definitely recite 'the circuit' was for causing the main device to respond with busy signal, it is not made clear where 
the busy signal is sent to if sent at all, all the limitations of the claim previously indicated objected to are still not included in the claim an 
thus a new search and further consideration would be rnecessary. With respect to the remarks directed to the rejection of claims 13, 27 
35 and 36 and dependents thereon, the claims use open ended language and do not exclude the incpability from being during a certain 
time or because of a certain condition, the claim does not state the incapabilty is not limited. Further with respect to claims 13 and 27, 
the addition of "completely" in relation to the screening would require new search, in conjunciton with the remarks of the response the 
limitaitons are not clearly presented so as to present the independnt screening such that one device is enabled or disabled "without" 
enabling or disabling the screening at the other named device, further the volume screening is appropriate to meeet the limitations of the 
claims as they are presented. 
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
